45 to 50 feet as a recommendation

Stratton announced his signing 
of the bill, which 
.as attacked in 
the Legislature as a 
concession 
to big truckers and a detriment to 
highway safety, Monday 
The highway officials group re c ­ 
ommends the 50-foot length as part 
of a national uniform code, the 
governor said. 
He said 29 states and the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia permit a 50 foot 
length, while 12 other states have 
no limitation. 
Only four states 
have a limit of less than 50-feet, 
Stratton said 
The governor also signed a meas 
ure to require justices ot the peace 
to file monthly reports with the 
state's attorney, who will also be 
the reviewing officer of the reports 
Previously, 
the justices 
made 
only annual reports to the state’s 
attorney and the reports were re 
viewed by county judges 
Other bills signed will: 
Provide for annexation of tern 
tory to cities and villages upon 
petition of owners of more than 
50 per cent of the land to be an 
nexed, with provisions for land 
owners on the periphery of this 
territory to be excluded 
Make it a misdemeanor to take 
payment as an agent without au­ 
thorization of the person to whom 
the payment is owed. 
The governor vetoed bills which 
would have: 
Granted motorscooter operating 
permits 
to qualified 
drivers 14 
years of age or older 
Revised the duties of coroners 
and the requirements for action in 
certain kinds of deaths. 
Put Civil Defense workers un­ 
der workmen’s compensation insur­ 
ance. 
Required reimbursement of any 
expense of a state employe ordered 
transferred to a new location and 
given the employe the right of ap 
peal on grounds the transfer would
